1. The creation of a state 
départmeant. . 

2. The regulation of automobiles. 

3. Rural routes being made _ public 
roads.

5. County organization. 

The three first objects of our 
deawxor must be achieved through legis- 
lation. Therefore, the members of our 
general assembly will be closely 
scrutinized in the stands they will 
take in this important legislative pro- 
gram. 

A state highway department will be 
ef untold value to the state; there- 
fore, it should be created from a non- 
partisan point of view. 

A state highway engineer should be 
selected who is ably qualified to di- 
rect the building of improved roads, 
who will study the needs of the state 
ari cooperate with the county 4u- 
thorities in properly laying out and 
constructing permanent thoroughfares. 
He should establish a general system 
of road working, gather statistical in- 
formation, obtain a complete map of 
all roads in the state, classified to- 
gether with the availability of road 
building materials; he should have as- 
sistahts to furnish the county au- 
thorities in laying off, grading and 
atraightening public roads, and act as 
a central authority over all road con- 
struction. He should report at the 
next general assembly such informa- 
tion as he has gathered and make rec- 
ommendations, which will begin the 
building of improved highways by state 
aid. 

The raising of funds for this depart- 
ment’s expenses will come through a 
moderate tax upon automobiles. 

Second. The regulation of automo- 
biles is necessary for the protection and 
pleasure of the users of these instru- 
ments of enjoyment and happiness to 
so many of our worthy citizens. 

The automobile, properly utilized, is 
@ great blessing to all, but it is the 
reckless driver, who cares not for the 
man with a scary team, who exercises 
no caution, and does not respect the 
rights of others, that should feel the 
hand of the law insomuch that when 
he meets a team whose occupants sig- 
nal him to stop, he must do so and 
allow these parties ample time to get 
out of the way. Thus avoiding acci- 
dents. 

The law recently passed in Pennsyl- 
vania is a good pne, and is not strin- 
gent upon automobile users.

Rural routes made public 
In the establishment of rural 
service, the postoffice inspec- 
it necessary in almost all 
cover a few miles of third 
class or private roads in making the 
loop which connects the main roads 
leading away and coming to the post- 
office. These roads are neglected by 
the road authorities because of their 
unimportance to the general public. 
These roads, because of their neglect, 
become almost impassable and streams 
thus encountered are unbridged and 
unsafe for travel. Oft, after heavy 
rains, the carrier is forced tq return 
to his office with mail undelivered, 
Only being able to serve half of his 
route. This is a great impediment to 
the service and a remedy requiring 
all rural routes to be made public 
roads becomes necessary. 

Fourth. The Road Drag.—The driv- 
ing over the road after each rain, sev- 
eral times, with a road drag, is pro- 
ductive of greatest results. It is in 
this way our dirt roads can be kept 
up in their highest state of efficiency 
at the least possible cost. Any farmer 
can draz the roads in front of his 
farm at his leisure’ time, especially 
those places which become the most 
mirey and rutty. If the people can 
be brought to realize that, by their 
help in keeping up the bad places, the 
county authorities can progress more 
rapidly with permanent road-building. 

Fifth. Organisation — “Everybody's 
business is nobody's business.” Yet, 
when people join together in an organ- 
ized movement, it becomés somebody's 
business to get good roads. Ags our state 
must look to the counties for the bulk 
of the road improvement for some time 
to come, it becomes necessary for those 
who are desirous of good roads in their 
county to organize and in ai well- 
directed manner, seek the best means 
of securing good roads in their | 
section. se 

One of the first things that confronts 
every county is a lack of fundg As 
bonds are the best means of raising 
money, it becomeg quite a task to 
convince the average voter of the fact 
and secure a two-thirds majority neces- 
sary to procure an issue of bonds. Here 
is where a good roads organization be. 
comes most useful; then when a bond 
issue succeeds, their work continues, 
to see that the people are getting the 
best results for the expenditures made. 

The Good Roads Club has been 
hampered in the past in pushing this 
county organization work, because of 
a lack of initial funds. It is our desire 
to so interest some menwf means who 
are willing to contribute something to 
the good roads cause, but who Rate 
not the time to actively take part in 
this movement, to aid our organization 
by contributing funds necessary to bear 
the initial sEponas of organizing the 
various counties {fn the state.

At present there is more than ordi- 
nary interest manifested in the min- 
eral properties situated along the Ala- 
bama Great Southern railroad with- 
in 10 miles of Chattanooga.

Two Steel Steamers Meet 
on Lake Superior. 


Isaac -M. Scott Sends John B. 
Cowle to Bottom, the Latter 
Carrying Down Fourteen 
Members of Her Crew.

Sault Ste Marie, Mich., 
Three minutes after the steel 
ers, Isaac M. Scott and John B. Cowle. 
, had collided in Lake Superior early 
this morning, about a mile and a half 
off Whitefish point lighthouse, the 
Cowle had gone to the bottom in fifty 
fathoms of water, carrying with her 
fourteen members of her crew. The 
Seott, although badly damaged, put 
back to this port, where she arrived 
this afternoon with part of the crew 
of the Cowle. 

A heavy fog was responsible for the 
collision. The Scott, a new boat, was 
on her maiden trip to the head of the 
lakes. The Cowle was loaded with 
iron ore, bound south. When the crash 
came, 15 feet of the bow of the Scott 
penetrated the side of the Cowle. 

A line was thrown from the deck 
of the Scott to the forward dreck of 
the Cowle. and three members of the 
crew escaped by this means. 

The rest of the crew who were saved 
jumped into the lake, some without life 
preservers, and were picked up by the 
Scott and the steamer Goodyear, which 
' Was a short distance astern of the 
Scott when the collision occurred. 

Captain Rogers, of the Cowle, 
one of those who were rescued. 

Until Captain Rogers returns here 
it is impossible to secure the names 
of those who perished with the Cowle. 

The Scott received serious injuries 
in the collision, which would probably 
have sent her to the bottom also if 
she had been loaded.

Chas. T. Hopkins Before 
Committee Yesterday. 


“City’s System of Bookkeeping 
Neqds Improving” Is Opin- 
ion of Both Mr. Hopkins and 


sion Was Held. 


Charles T. Hopkins appeared befbre 
the special investigating committee of 
the city council yesterday afternoon in 
compliance with a subpoena served 
upon him Saturday. 

The fact that he was to testify and 
that Aldine Chambers, councilman 
from the ninth ward, to whom Mr. Hop- 
kins had been addressing and publish- 
ing a number of cards in the press. 
was to preside as chairman of this spe- 
cial committee, caused a number of 
friends of each to attend this hearing. 
anticipating, as it was generally ex- 
pressed, “a lively time of it.” 

In this all were disappointed,’ for 
during the hearing, with Mr. Hopkins 
on the stand, making statements at 
times, being questioned and cross-ques- 
tioned at others, from 3 o'clock until 
5 o'clock, there was not a riffle or the 
least bit of excitement. 

Before the meeting had been in prog- 
ress an hour, those who had been ex- 
pecting a wordy war, at least, recalled 
other engagements of a more pressing 
nature and smilingly stole from the 
room. 

‘IT thank you, gentlemen, for your 
courteous treatment this afternoon,” 
was Mr. Hopkins’ pleasant au revoir 
to the committee. 

“We thank you for coming and your 
endeavor to aid us,” replied Chairman 
Chambers, and it was all Over. 

It was brought out during the hear- 
ing that Mr. Hopkins had never 
charged that ‘$500,000 was being wasted 
by the city,” through its books or mis- 
management, and that the two, the 
committee and Mr. Hopkins, were 
“nearer together on the question of the 
city’s operations than the public 
knows.” 

After the peaceful meeting of Mon- 
day afternoon, it would seem that both 
sides were now “getting together,” and 
there will be no more discussion in re- 
gard to the points which have been at 
issue. ; 

Councilman Chambers told the com- 
mittee that Chairman Amorous, of the 
finance committee, who had been sub- 
poenaed, was out of the city, but would 
appear before the committee later. 

Mr. Hdpkins was asked if he cared 
to make a statement, and replied he 
was doing so through the press, though 
not as fully as he might. 

Counct! an Obstacle.” 

Mr. Hopkins was asked in regard to 
a statement that council was an ob- 
stacle to the present form of city gov- 
ernment, and he replied that he did 
not believe any business or corpora- 
tion can be handled by a miscellaneous 
crowd of gentlemen who are not di- 
rectly responsible to any head and 
who are elected as a result of a most 
vicious sort of election, ward primaries. 
and which caused men to be elected to 
office who could not be elected to run 
a bootblack stand under any other 
system: who approved a payroll with- 
out knowing whether the payroll was 
padded or not, and who conducted the 
city’s business in a general, shiftless. 
irresponsible shape. “In that sense. 
gentlemen, I think the city council the 
greatest obstacle in the way of city 
government.” 

Asked for a specific instance, he went 
into details in regard to the action of 
the city council on the proposition of 
condemning certain property on Pryor 
and Edgewood avenue, and the closing 
up of Exchange place, where he said 
the chairman of the streets committee 
stated that he (the chairman) had never 
been on the street, and where only one 
member of the joint committee, the 
streets and finance committees, Alder- 
man John Grant, had ever visited the 
place to inspect the property affected. 

He further stated that this commit- 
tee approved the suggestion and coun- 
cil passed it without debate. 

Chairman Chambers next invited Mr. 
Hopkins’ attention to the Haskins & 
Sells reports as to. their investigation 
of the city’s system of bookkeeping. 

“It was never my purpose, sald Mr. 
Hopkins, “to attack any member of 
the city government, though there is 
plenty of room for tt. I might add— 
“T recall that I heard that Mr. Quil- 
lian had said the city’s system of 
bookkeeping had been audited and 
sold for $60,000, and I couldn't under- 
stand this, for I knew it was not 
worth 60 cents. 

“These books are now imperfectly 
kept, and whatever has been done to 
perfect them heg been incomplete.” 

Wrong System Used. 

Alderman Grant asked: “Have you 
ever read Chairman Rawson's report?” 
“No, sir,” replied Mr. Hopkins, “but I 
know any system where the payroll 
is made out, paid off and receipted by 
the same man is an absolutely wrong 
system.” 

He then stated that it had been re- 
ported to him that the books of the 
waterworks department could not be 
audited. 

“And right here let me say,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hopkins, “we never charged 
that there was $500,000 annually 
wasted by the_ city’s bookkeeping, 
graft, etc., but said that on account 
of the city’s system of bookkeeping 
and the administration of the city’s af- 
fairs that this @um was wasted.” 

Mr. Hopkins gave as an illustration 
that the city’s constructive work was 
done by two departments absolutely 
at loggerheads, and hence the best and 
most economical work was not obtain- 
able; that there was @ great loss in 
the way the city stockade was located 
at one extreme of the city and the 
dumping ground at another. “Why,” 
he continued, “there is a dead haul of 
six miles each way, daily. If a privats 
corporation owned this city, the city 
would be divided into districts and no 
team would ever leave that district.” 

Chairman Chambers asked if he did 
not think the request before the leg- 
islature to merge the two offices a 
good thing. 

“Any move to 
free the constructive department of 
the city from the ignorant interference 
of council and making the responsibil- 
ity direct will make a saving to the 
city ;

T, A PELL WINS 
SOUTHERN TITLE 


Defeated Nat Thornton 
in Three Straight Sets 
Yesterday. 


T. R. Pell, of New York, yesterday 
afternoon won the southern tennis 
championship in singles, defeating Nat 
Thornton, twice champion, in three 
straight sets. The result was never 
in doubt after the first games.

Carl! Bortuna, a young German, charged 
with the murder of George Kneicht, a 
baker, pleaded guilty when arraigned 
this afternoon in the second city crim- 
inal court. Kneicht was killed in New 
Orleans last Thursday morning, and 
Bortuna, his helper, who disappeared 
about the same time, was arrested in 
Mobile Saturday night.

ATLANTA’S POSTAL 
RECEIPTS 1-3 OF STATE’S 


A report from the postoffice depart- 
ment recently published pays Atlanta 
another one of the Many pleasant com- 
pliments which has been coming this 
way for a jong time gone by. The 
official paper covers the initial quarter 
of the current year—the months of 
January, February and March, ending 
with March 3l. A copy of the paper— 
it is in book or pamphlet form—now in 
the keeping of Postmaster Blodgett, 
shows the gros# postal receipts sent 
into the postmaster general's coffers 
from every state in the union. 

That paragraph referring to Georgia 
shows that nearly one-third of the re. 
ceipts from the Empire State of the 
South sent to the national capital are 
garnered in the Atlanta postoffice. Dur- 
ing January, february and March, the 
first three months of the current year, 
the receipts from all the postoffices 
in the state, when assembled, showed 
an aggregae of $750,082.63. Of that 
total, the paper shows that Atlanta 
contributed $238,391.52. 

The figures showing the assembly of 
money from the state, the city of At- 
lanta included, make it easily apparent 
that Atlanta’s contribution was only a 
fraction less than 32 per cent of the 
whole.

Washington, July 12.—It is now up 
to the legislatures of the several 
states to say whether there shall be 
an income tax amendment to the con- 
Stitution. By the decisive vote of 317 
to 14, more than the necessary two- 
thirds, the house today, passed the 
Senate joint resolution providing for 
the submission of the question to the 
States. No amendment having been 
made to the resolution, it now goes 
to the president for his signature. 

Practically four hours were con- 
sumed in debating the proposition, 
and this afforded many members, 
mostiy on the democratic side, an 
opportunity to alr their views. 

Chairman Payne, of the committee 
on Ways and means, voiced the senti- 
ment that such a tax would make 
“a nation of liars,”’ although he said 
it was wel] that such power should 
be given congress, especially in 
times of war. 

Stealing Democratic Thunder. 

The burden of the democratic 
speeches was that tt was simply a 
case of stealing democratic thurder, 
although some of the remarks on 
that side incidentally touched upon 
the tariff and the corporation tax, 
scoring the republicans for not keep- 
ing party pledges. 

“We welcome the conversion of the 
republican party to another demo- 
cratic principle,’ was the comment of 
Mr. Clark, of Missouri, the‘ minority 
leader. An income tax. he matintain- 
ed, was a democratic principle.

RIPARIAN RIGHTS 
SETTLED BY COURT 


Water Power Dispute at Co- 
lumbus Has Been Finally 


Adjudicated. 


Columbus, Ga., July 12.—~(Special.)— 
Litigation relative to riparian rights 
along the Chattahoochee river at this 
point. which has been in the courts in 
one shape or another since 1845, was 
finally adjudicated today when a con- 
sent decree was rendered in the case 
of the Eagle and Phenix Mills v. the 
Muscogee Manufacturing Company. 

This particular phase of the litiga- 
tion has been in Muscogee superior 
court for five years, during which time 
it has traveled three times to the Geor- 
gia supreme court. Both these com- 
panies owne water lots and the question 
at issue was what proportion of the 
water power afforded by the dam at 
that point should each company en- 
joy.

The Eagle 
and Phenix mills today contracted with 
the Columbus Power Company for this 
much current, which will be delivered

The American reader who has not followed specific developments in 
Great Britai: for the past year has escaped the quickening evolution of 
one of the most important chapters in the history of the British empire. 

England takes the German “scare” seriously. There is no dismissing 
it with the explanation that it is being raised for purposes of political capi- 
Ytdl. This phase may account for much of the wild exaggeration as to the 
imminency of war between the two nations, but it will not dispose: of the 
awakened and militant sentiment that permeates the nation from high 
statesman to the humblest cockney.

England is reaching for a solution by seeking to tighten the bonds ex- 
isting between the mother-country and the colonies, The idea is to have 
the wealthier of these latter, in which of course English sentiment is 

predominant, come to the aid of Great Britain by cooperation in naval con- 
struction. 

Admiral Lord Binvebie has proposed that Australia, South Africa, New 
Zealand and Canada each maintain separate fleets, working in harmony 
with the main fleets of Great Britain. That the prospects for such a devel- 
opment are favorable is shown by the fact that New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia have already offered “Drednoughts” to the mother-country. 

To further hasten and crystallize the sentiment for federation, Eng- 
land has recently been entertaining prominent journals from every por- 
tion of her colonial possessions. These over-seas representatives were filled 
with patriotic talk and ideas, and it is likely they will return home to coax 
receptive sentiment into closer material federation with England. 

If the effort, originally the conception of Joseph Chamberlain, to bring 
the colonies to the assistance of the mother-country is successful, eventually 
the German specter must vanish. 

Meanwhile, Germany continues steadily her industrial progress and her

ALEXANDER NOT QUALIFIED | 
AS JUROR, SAYS M’LENDON 


Charged Member of House Is Disqualified to Sit in. 
Judgment Because of Relations He Holds 


to Governor Smith,

When the special joint investigating 
committee convened in the senate 
chamber yesterday to resume hearing 
of evidence as to the aharges against 
Chairman 8. G. McLendon, of the rail- 
road commission, the chairman inject- 
ed a sensational feature into the pro- 
ceedings by reading a petition in which 
he asked that a certain member of the 
house be disqualified from sitting in 
hig case, because of the relations which 
exist between that member and Gov- 
ernor Smith. 

Chairman McLendon’ charges that 
Governor Smith, in violation of the 
state constitution, gave this member 
an appointment with an emolument at- 
tached to it, and paid him various sums 
from the state treasury while he was 
a member of the general assembly. 

The member in question, though not 
called by name in Chairman McLen- 
don’s statement, is Representative 
Hooper Alexander, of DeKalb. 

Chairman McLendon’s statement in 
full is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., July 1!2th, 1909. 
To The General Assembly of Georgia, 
Through Its Joint Committee: 

Exercising my constitutional right of 
petition, a right secured and sacred 
to all English-speaking people since the 
Bill of Rights in (689 declared, ‘“‘That 
it is the right of the subjects to pe- 
tition the King,” I come now and pre- 
sent this, my petition, to the General 
Assembly of Georgia in all obedience 
and with every assusance of confidence 
and respect, but at the same time, 
reserving all and renouncing none of 
my rights in the premises, and show 
unto you: 

Ist. That the order of suspension 
issued by the Governor is null and void 
for many reasons to be hereafter pre- 
sented. 

2nd. That the Constitution of Geor- 
Sia declares that the paramount duty 
of government is the rotection of 
life and property, and that such pro- 
tection shall be ample and complete, 
and further that all persons charged 
with an offense against the law shal] 
have a speedy and an impartial trial. 

3rd. That while not so prepared at 
the first meeting of this joint com- 
mittee, I am now prepared, stand ready, 
and offer to prove, and demand the 
right and the opportunity, in such 
manner and form as the General As- 
sembly may prescribe, to prove the 
following facts; namely: That a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly, and one 
of the jurors in a matter now under 
investigation, Is disqualified t cast

I am entitled to an impartial trial, 
when and how, and where I may 0be 
permitted to enjoy the privileges of 
such impartial trial. The conduct of 
my proper defense, and a right to de- 
fend will not be denied me, must 
necessarily depend upon the decision of 
the question of whether or not 1 must 
accept the entire general assembly re- 
gardless of bias or prejudice or pre- 
judgement as a jury, or whether the 
vital and all-controlling and funda- 
mental principle of impartiality will be 
respected and enforced. In the. in- 
firmity of our law, no machinery tis 
provided for safeguarding my consti- 
tutional rights to an impartial trial, 
and I. therefore, invoke through you 
a finding on the part of the general 
assembly upon this subject. Must the 
constitution be held a meaningless in- 
strument, or will Its majesty and 
glory be preserved, upheld and defend- 
ed?

MANY BILLS) ‘CONSIDERED 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEES 


. 


The bill amend the present law 
bearing upon personal injuries on com- 
carriers was discussed at length 
before the general judiciary committee 
of the house yesterday afternoon by 
T. C. Waters and others representing 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, Robert Alston, of Atlanta, | 
representing the railroads. 

The author of the bill, Mr. White, of 
Screven, also made a careful explana- 
tion of his bill, showing that a rail- 
road employee is now prevented from 
recovering damages from a carrier, if 
he in the slightest degree  con- 
tributed to the accident which caused 
the iniurv. He declared the fair and 
reasonable rule would be to make the 
measure of the railway employees la- 
bility ordinary diligence, so that only 
gross negligence could be set up to 
bar their recovery. The liability of the 
carrier, on the other hand, should be 
judged by its exercise of the greatest 
diligence, so that only slight negli- 
gence would render it Mable. 

The trainmen declared the present 
law operated most harshly on the de- 
pendent relatives of trainmen who 
were killed in the service. Where the 
injury was only slight, and he was 
able to appear and testify concerning 
the accident, he usually fared much 
better before the jury. They insisted 
that where the burden of proof was 
on the relatives to prove that the dead 
man was not in any way responsible 
for his iniury, it very seriously op- 
erated against the recovery of any 
damages. 

Mr. Alston opposed the measure. He 
said if the injured emplovee had been 
injured partly or wholly from his own 
fault, he should assume the responsi- 
bility. He said any other rule would 
lead to recklessness on part of em- 
ployees. 

The delegation of engineers took the 
position that their own lives, as well 
as those of passengers, were in their 
hands, and that it was to their interest 
to always prevent accidents. 

The bill was finally referred to a 
sub mittee,. consisting of Messrs. 
Fullbright, Jones of Meriwether, Shep- 
pard and Lawrence. 

A Permanent Tax Act. 

The ‘general tax act of Mr. Reld, of 
Campbell, introduced in the house and 
referred to the ways and means com- 
mittee, is a departure from the ‘form 
of tax acts heretofore presented. 

It is the purpose of the author to 
enact a permanent tax measure, one 
which may be amended by each suc 
ceeding legislature, instead of being 
introduced as an entirety. If the com- 
mittee favorably considers the measure

The 
committee approved a joint resolution 
introduced by Anderson, of Chat- 
ham, to provide for the appointment 
of a joint commission of five members 
of the house, and three of the senate 
to sit during the legislative interim 
and consider the general revision of 
the tax system of the state.

Compulsory Education. 


The committee on education devoted 
considerable time to a discussion of 
the compulsory education bill of Mr. 
Littleton, of Richmond. 

The problem of enacting a constitu- 
tional measure and yet allowing for 
the exemption of certain children of the 
state, whom it is pot considered desir- 
able to subject to the provisien of the 
compulsory education law, is engag- 
ing the thoughtful attention of the 
committee. It is probable the follow- 
ing exemptions will be included in the 
bill: 

1. Children living more than 3 miles 
from the school house by the nearest 
traveled road. 2. Children whose ser- 
vice is absolutely needed by the par- 
ents. 3. Children whose enforced edu- 
cation would not, in the opinion of the 
county school commissioners, be con- 
ducive to good citizenship. The bill, 
as introduced, provides for the exemp- 
tion of children “not in mental or phys- 
ical condition to attend school.” 

The committee tabled a bill to pro- 
vide a system of public schools for 
Hiram, Ga. 

A bill to authorize Palmetto to issue 
bonds for school purposes was passed 
with an amendment providing that the 
present law-should be tried in the 
county three years. The bfll incor- 
porating the Woodbury school district 
in Meriwether county was approved. 


Not te Tax Policies. 


The committee on ways and means 
decided to report adversely the bill of 
Mr. Baker, of Lumpkin, which proposes 
to recuire all insurance companies op- 
erative in Georgia to file annually with 
the comptroller general a list of their 
policyholders in the state, showing the 
cash surrender value of each policy. 
The purpose of such statements is to 
furnish a basis for —s such cash . 
surrender assets. 

The bill precipitated a hot fight. 
Those who opposed it pointed out that 
it would operately particularly against 
the man of small means. That it would 
drive out of business in this state the 
old line companies, and lead to the 
formation of wildcat mutual benefit in- 
surance companies having no policies 
with a cash surrender value. Mr. Per- 
sons, of Monroe, led the a age oi 
the bill.

important Railway Projects 
Held Up in 1907 Will Be 
Carried Through. 


Albany, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—With

Official publi- 
cation has been made in the counties 
of Clay, Calhoun, Dougherty, Worth, 
Turner, Irwin, Ben Hill, Telfair, Mont- 
gomery, Toombs, Tattnall, Liberty, 
Bryan and Chatham, through all of 
which it is intended the new line shall 
run. The project for the road origi- 
nated in Tattnall county, but it has 
been enthusiastically taken up in the 
other communities concerned. The 
road would afford the shortest route 
from Albany to Savannah, and would 
pass through Fitzgerald, Ashburn, 
Reidsville and Clyde, besides giving 
to Morgan, the county seat of Calhoun 
county, it’s onity raffrodad. 

It is also stated, the Georgia, South- 
western and Gulf will be under con- 
struction by fall. This is the road 
surveyed from Albany to St. Andrews 


Bay, on the Gulf, the route passing 
through some of the finest farm and; 
undeveloped timber lands ir this state 
and Florida. It is probable that defi- 
nite announcement of the construction 
plans of this road will be made in the 
very near future and that construc- 
tion work will follow shortly.

CHANGES IN RULES: 
~ MADE BY SENATORS 


Business in Upper House 
~ Chiefly of Routine 
Order. 


The senate yesterday amended and 
then adopted the rules of the last 


of house resolutions, heard several 


new bills read, and adjourned. 

All of the amendments to. the 
rules of the last senate as proposed 
by the committee on rules were 
adopted. The first of these merely 
corrected a typographical error un- 
der which any senator was forbidden 
to refer in debate, to any statements 
made on the floor of the senate. The 
reference was really to statements 
in the house, and the rule was changed 


to read that way. 

Next there was adopted a rule pro- 
viding that all bills and _ resolutions 
shall be called in the order in which 
they stand on the calendar, except 
that where there is an adverse report 
on the measure, it shall not be taken 
up unless by request of the author or 
some member of the senate. The gen- 
eral tax and appropriations bills are 
given right-of-way over everything. 

Under a new rule it is provided that 
except where unanimous consent is 
given, every motion to suspend the 
rules or to create a special order, shall 
be submitted in writing to the com- 
mittee on rules, which will report on 
it at the earliest possible moment. 

To Prevent Filibustering. 

In order to prevent filibustering, it 
was provided that no motion to ad- 
journ, in simple form, shall be amend- 
ed. <As a simple motion to adjourn 
is not debatable, under this rule it 
will be impossible to start debate by 
amending the motion so as to make 
it an adjournment to a particular 
time. The next amendment makes pro- 
vision that a motion to adjourn to a 
particular day or time shall be de- 
batable. 

The next amendment provides that 
after the main question is ordered on 
any subject, no motion to reconsider 
is in order except on the main ques- 
tion, until the vote on the main ques- 
tion is taken and announced. 

A new rule adopted provides that no 
senator shall be permitted, 
speaking on any question, to make any 
motion which shall have the effect 
of shutting off the debate. 

Another amendment provides that

The committee met in the senate 
chamber at 8 o’clock.

Chairman McLendon then asked the 
committee to excuse Vice President 
W. H. Patterson, of the Central Bank 
and Trust Corporation, until Wednes- 
day afternoon, on account of busi- 
ness engagements. He said he did 
not know that the committee intended 
to consider any more than the gov- 
ernor’s message at this session. Mr.

First, Chairman McLendon asked 
permission to read his petitior® with 
reference to the exclusion of Mr. 
Alexander,‘ of DeKalb, as a juror, eid 
this permission was granted. after 
brief discussion. 

Chairman McLendon then proceeded 
to read his interesting and sensational! 
petition, whieh appears in full else- 
where. 

As to Assistance From Chairman. 

Attorney General John C, Hart was 
the first witness called. After the 
usual formal questions he was asked 
his relations to litigation looking to 
the prevention of increases in freight 
rates. Reference was had to the 
hearing before the interstate com- 
merce commission last fall in opposi- 
tion. to the increases on grain, hay 
and provisions from Ohio river points 
into Georgia. 

The railroad commission of Georgia 
had directed the filing of a brief op- 
posing these rate increases. This was 
probably the case, Judge Hart said, 
to which Governor Smith had referred 
in his message in charging that the 
chairman had opposed taking any ac- 
tion.

the chairman and chairman pro tem. of 
the committee on appropriations shall 
be ex-officio members of the committee 
on finance, and the chairman and 
chairman pro tem. of the committee 
on finance shall be ex-officio members 
of the committee on appropriations.

subject to rotation on the various cir- 
cuits of the state in accordance with 
legislation to be provided by the gen- 
eral assembly. 

Senators Harrell, Kemp and others 
introduced a bill, the object of which 
is to make all holders of notes, ac- 
counts and evidences of indebtedness 
of various kind, return them for tax- 
ation. Holders of such paper are re- 
quired to furnish a list of them to the 
tax receiver, and upon failure to do 
so, it is provided that no interest or 
attorney's fees can be collected upon 
them, and if they go to suit, taxes shall 
be a first lien upon them. The meas- 
ure exempts state and national 
banks from its provisions.

amined Attorney General Hart, who 
said with the exception of a short ar- 
gument from Judge Hillyer, Chairman 
McLendon was the only member who 
had furnished him any assistance. 

Chairman McLendon asked some 
questions to bring out the action of 
Judge Emory Speer with reference to 
these rate increases. 

He then sought to show by question- 
ing the witness that the inéreases 
made in 1908 were simply the restora- 
tion of reductions which had been 
made in 1905. 

Judgwe Hart regarded McLendon’'s 
statement as a compilation furnished 
for assistance to the state’s counsel in 
the conduct of the case. A statement 
showing only one side of the case 
might have been an honest statement. 
but not a satisfactory one, Judge Hart 
said. He never had questioned any 
statement made by Mr. McLendon, and 
had never had any reason to do so. 

Judge Hart could not say whether the 
commission had been invited to inter- 
vene in the A. P. Morgan grain case, 
or to bring an independent case of its 
own. To questions as to whether A. 
P. Morgan & Co. had threatened the 
railroads in the event they did not give 
them a less _than carload rate, or 
whether the Morgan company had filed 
its case in good faith, Judge Hart re- 
plied that he did not know. 

It might be a matter of policy for 
the state to file a case against the in- 
creased rates along with the A. P. 
Morgan company; it might give the 
case more standing and prestige, Judge 
Hart said. 

Judge Hart recalled that Governor 
Comer, of Alabama, and Mr. Hazlehurst, 
of Macon, had testified before the in- 
terstate commerce commission as to 
losses which shippers would sustain 
under the increased rates, but he did 
not remember the figures they had 


given. 

Judge Hart said he questioned the 
strength of the state’s case; based on 
the paper furnished by Mr. McLendon: 
he did not think, under all the facts. 
that the state had a strong case. 

Mr. McLendon quoted many “facts 
and figures rélative to the rates in- 
volved in this particular case, but 
Judge Hart said he could not carry all 
these figures in his mind. 

Didau’t Question Sincerity. 

“In stating to the governor. that 
the state’s counsel was not receiving 
assistance from the railroad commis- 
sion,” Judge Hart said, “I meant the 
commission was not furnishing state's 
counsel with facts upon which dhe 
might reasonably hope to sustain the 
state’s contention. I have never ques- 
tioned the commission's sincerity or in- 
tegrity. I did, to some extent, ques- 
tion its lack of knowledge. By that 
I mean no reflection upon the com- 
mission. I don’t understand the mat- 
ter myself, and have never found 
anyone in the board who did.” 

The committee announced that it ex- 
cused W. H. Patterson until Wednes- 
dav at 3 o'clock, with the request that 
at that time he bring all records from 
the bank relative to the Athens street 
railroad bond deal. 

Chairman McLendon replied that he 
would have copies of the correspond- 
ence he had with Mr. Sullivan regard- 
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ing the sale of the Athens bonds, at 
the next meeting of the committee.

Judge James K. Hines, special 
torney for the commission, was 
called to the stand. 

“Did Cheirman McLendon oppose 
making any resistance to the rate in- 
creases from the west?”?”’

ag to the railroads and to the pub- 
Cc. , 
“Under the method now pursued by 
the government it would seem the pur- 
pose to keep the railroads apart, close 
their ears and let them fight it out 
among themselves. The result is un- 
derhandled and unfair competition 
with secret rates to favored shippers 
or favored localities and continual dis- 
sention and unrest. Competition be- 
tween railroads makes low rates aft 
competitive points, and they are 
obliged to recoup by excessive charges 
at noncompetitive points. No railroad 
can make sure what rate its competitor 
is giving a favored shipper. In a de- 
sire to get business away from a rival. 
rates are secretly cut indiscriminately. 
This makes the railrogd business ex- 
tremely hazardous and at the same 
time makes every other line of busi- 
ness hazardous forthe reason that one 
merchant or one manufacturer or 
wholesaler never knows what rate his 
competitor is receiving.”

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COTTON GOES HIGHER 
BY 25 TO 31 POINTS 


New High Records for Season 
Made---Market Opened 
and Closed Firm. 


New York, July 12.—A heavy general 
buying movement in the cotton market 
today, inspired by unfavorable weather 
reports from Texas, sent prices to new 
high records for the season with all 
new crop deliveries selling atthe high- 
est prices they have reached for years 
at this period of the season, so near 
the new crop movement. The market 
closed at a net advance of 25 to 3l 
points. 

The market opened firm’ at an ad- 
vance of 6@13 points on over-Sunday 
buying orders and steady cables. At 
first there was some hesitation, owing 
to a crop report by a leading New Or- 
leans authority indicating a distinct 
improvement in the condition of the 
crop since the last report, but after 
selling off to within 3 or 4 points of 
the closing figures of Saturday, the 
market rallied sharply on the detailed 
weather reports from ‘Texas. This 
showed a constipation of dry and very 
hot weather over the week-end, and 
with the western belt forecast holding 
out no hope of. immediate moisture 
serious apprehension as to the welfare 
of the Texas crop quite overbalanced 
the more encouraging general condi- 
tion report mentioned above. Parly 
sellors became buyers, and many of 
the people were- who had taken profits 
on long. cotton toward the close of 
last week appeared to be reentering 
the market on the long side. At any 
rate, trading became tremendously ac- 
tive. October contracts sold up to 12.72 
and December at 12:75 or 19 to $l 
points net higher and very nearly half 
a cent a pound above the low prices 
of last Friday. The market closed 
within a point or two of the top, in 
spite of heavy realizings, and offerings 
were so well absorbed during the en- 
tire session as to suggest a remark- 
ably strong bullish average of opinion 
as to the ultimate course of prices. 
Southern spot market officially re- 
ported early were unchanged to ‘ec 
higher. In addition to the outlook for 
continued dry weather in the western 
belt, local showers are forecasted for 
parts of the eastern belt, where rains 
aw not considered desirable.

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WAITING ATTITUDE 
OF STOCK MARKET 


Market Was Narrow One and 
the Professionals Had It 
to Themselves. 


} 

New York, July 12.—The specula- 
tion in stocks maintained a waiting 
attitude today, but in,more confident 
mood than was evident last week, 
after the disappointing response to the 
favorable crop report. The profes- 
Sional element had the narrow mar- 
ket largely to themselves. The argu- 
ment which prompted their course 
might be formulated in this way: 
Stocks failed to advance on last week's 
good news, by reason of the extent to 
which previous buving had anticipated 
it and the desire of holders to realize 
their profits. The slight reaction that 
ensued had demonstrated, on the 
other hand, that realizing sales were 
not being pushed at the expense of 
values, the volume of market being 
decreased to trivial proportions as 
prices fell back. These professiongas, 
therefore, had no inclination to sell 
stocks short. Some of the demand 
which had hardened prices today came 
from uncovered shorts put out last 
week.

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JULY WHEAT MAKES 
NEW HIGH RECORD 


Sold for $1.20 1-2, but Market 
‘im General Was Inclined 
to Be Weak. 


Chicago, July 12.— Wheat for deliv- 
ery sold today at $1.20%, a new high 
record mark for the season. Aside 
from the flurry in the .July option, 
however, the market In general was in- 
clined to be weak. and closed heavy, 
with prices %c higher to % @%c lower 
compared with Saturday’s final figures. 
Corn also was weak. Oats and pro- 
visions closed steady. 

Wheat was irregular, the July de- 
livery being strong nearly al) day, 
while the distant options were weak. 
Weather conditiona in the winter 
wheat belt, where harvesting is in 
progress, formed the basis of active 
buying of the July delivery, which re- 
sulted in the price being advanced to a 
point *c lower above the previous 
high mark for the season. During the 
last 48 hours, rain having been general 
over a considerable portion of the 
central part of the United States and 
@ great amount of flood news had ac- 
cumulated over Sunday. The effect of 
these advices was to alarm shorts and 
cause them to bid eagerly for the July 
option as soon as trading began. This 
resulted in an opening bulge in that 
month of %c to 1%c, initial quotations 
being at $1.19% to $1.20%. Other de- 
liveries, however, were less buoyant, 
owing to more favorable reports from 
Argentina, where rain was reported as 
having broken the loag - continued 
drodght. The July delivery at times 
was affected by the heaviness of the 
deferred months, but sufficient news 
of a bullish nature was received to 
hold it firm at a considerable advance. 
Owing to floods throughout the south- 
west, receipts of wheat today at Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis were extremely 
light, and cash prices at those points 
were light, and additional cancella- 
tions were received on previous sales 
of wheat to come here. The range on 
July for the day was between $1.19 and 
$1.20 1%. The market closed rather 
weak, with July at $1.19%. 

Light receipts caused considerable 
firmness in corn at the start. but dur- 
ing the last half of the day sentiment 
in the pit became bearish owing to 
favorable reports. The market was also 
affected by a material falling off tn 
cash demand here and by increased 
offerings of corn from the southwest. 
During the day July sold between 71 ac 
and 72%c. The close was weak, with 
prices unchanged to ‘%c lower, July 
being at 72%c.
